issued. 


FRANCE DEAF TO FLANS 


The conversations proceeding at the 


moment are not unlike those which 
have been going on from time to time 
since 3921, but America always found 
that the further reduction of arma- 
ment was viewed through th'e eyes of 
possible conflict as a direct result of 
the 
unsettled 
German 
situation. 


France pleaded that she needed every 
bit of armament for national security 
and was deaf to arguments of econ- 
omy. 
So long as the reparation prob- 


lems was unsolved. President Cool' 
idge said, publicly that 
he 
did not 


feel it was wise to press for another 
armament conference. 


Now, however, th© Dawes plan has 


been set in operation and there ha; 
been a significant discussion of inter- 
allied debts. France has shown a dis- 
inclination on the one hand to pay 
either Great Britain or the United 
States, while on the other hand she 
is making provisions 
annually 
to 


spend great sums for armament. 


American has a •warm supporter in 


Great Britain because it is to the In- 
terest of both powers to help France 
find a way to cut her budget expens-

France at that time was at logger-

Rataar than jeopardize the 
cut in capital ships which a]readv had 
been agreed upon, the conference went 
ahead and expressed the hope that 
at some future time the limitation 
of other craft might be considered. 


The time fo- further limitation has 


comev In the opinion of both Great 
Britain and the United states. There 
Is a friendlier feeling In France- to 
ward Great Britain than there was 
two years ago. Bur unless the French 
Indicate unofficially and 
privately 


that they are. willing to reduce auxil- 
iary craft, the conference will not 
be called. So long as tho Her-lot gov- 
ernment remains In power. It •would 
seem as if the chances of getting 
France to agree informally on a pro- 
gram of limitation of nrmament were 
better than they might have been 
under the Polncare government or 
might b» under a future regime. 


The answer to tho

depends on France. Being eager to

The brickyard no longer Identifies 
that road. 


Few people know where the brick- 
yard was. 


The namo Is not euphonious. 
It Is not distinctive. 
Dozens of other arguments might 
be massed together to prove the need 
fate 
& reohrlstening, according 
to 
some of the more ardent proponents. 
But they are willing to let the five 
epeak for themselves. 
There ere three persons 
who 
Wouldn't mind taking the responsi- 
bilities of godfathers at the ceremony 
and they promise not to quarrel over 
the choice of a new name either. 
They are Attorney A. EL Krugmeier, 
J. J. Plank and Bb. Harwood. 
"Every time you publish an artl- 
el» about the Butte des Morts golf 
club you mention the Bnckyard-rd," 
paid Mr. Plank to a representative of 
the Post-Crescent. "While that name 
IB In common use, it Is not a. well 
Bounding: one by any means. 
One 
faight just as well call it the Work- 
bouse-rd." 
Similar disapproval of the appen- 


flage wan expressed by Mr. Krug- 
fcieier «md Mr. Harwood. 
Both are 
officers of the Butte des Morts golf 
organisations and have taken an in- 
terest In that highway. 


JARS SENSIBILITIES 


The association of the name Butte 


fles Morta golf club with "Brickyard- 
>rd" Jars the sensibilities of more than 
one member of that organization At 
the same time, it requires something 
of an effort also on the part of the 
residents of that locality to find any 
sentiment in the old nickname, it is 
pointed out. 


It Is about 25 years since the old 


brickyard on this north river route 
to ISfeenab. has been 
In 
operation. 


The name "Brlckyard-rd" adapted It- 
eelf easily to common usage for lack 
of some other identifying landmark. 
People would not call it the Neenah- 
rd, for It was not the most traveled 
or most direct route to that 
city. 


The old brickyard on the left side of 
the road afforded the readiest means 
of Identification, and the old name 
has .clung all these years. 


There 
are 
other 
distinguishing 


-marks besides the brickyard, now ex- 
tinct. 
Among- those mentioned are 


the Fox river Itself, Little Lake des 
JMorts and the Butte des Morts golf 
link*. 


GOLF CLUB ROAD 


"The name Brlckyard-rd is about as 


objectionable as Mud Creek-rd," said 
Mr. Krugmeier. 
"If there were not 


already another

conne, I would suggest

Butte des Morts-rd.

Southern City Has Made Big 


Strides Since City Mana- 


ger Was Employed 


Kenooha, — The year 1924 was th 


second largest street paving year In 
the history of Kenosha, according: ti 
the annual report of City Englnee: 
Robert M. Smith, flled with City Man 
ager C. M. Osborn on "Wednesday 
The report shows that during tho pas 
year 6.83 miles of street pavlngr wcr< 
completed, this being eecond only to 
the record established In the year 1923 
when nine miles of paving were- com 
pleted. 


The report 
shows that there are 


now 54 72 miles of paved streets In 
Kenosha, this representing 44.8 per 
cent of the total street mileage of 
122.1 miles 


The paving of the 6.SS miles cost 


$383,916.63, of which $321,946 67 is 
borne by assessments on 
property 


owners and $62,205.68 is the city's 
portion. 


The paving program mapped out 


for 1925 calls for the construction 
of 6.87 miles, which will bring the 
total paving mileage for Kenosha to 
61 59. During the three years under 
the city manager form of government 
there have been paved 22.57 miles of 
street and prior to that time there had 
been paved a total of 31.34 miles. 


OTHER WORK EXTENDED 


The report also shows "that much 


has been done in other lines of civic 
engineering. 
The sewer system oi 


the city has been extended 5.21 mile: 
bringing the total sewage system to 
82.04 miles. The sewer program was 
carried out at a, total cost of $113,- 
165 25, of which property owners: as- 
sessments totalled ?S3,341 82 and the 
city's portion was $37,977 68 


Five and nine-tenth miles of gas 


mains were laid during the year 1924 
bringing the total mileage of gas ser- 
vice to 78 53 miles There were also 
3 21 miles of sidewalks, both sides 
laid, bringing the total for sidewalk 
mileage to 70.77 miles. This does nol 
take lnto_ consideration a large amount 
of sidewalk repair work done during 
the year under the direction of the 
department. 


In addition ^here have 
been In- 


stalled 406 catch basins and 177 man- 
holes as a. part of the sewer system 
of the city. 


MOSTLY SHEET ASFHAI/T 


A tabulation of all kind* of street 


paving In the city reveals that there 
has been more sheet asphalt on a 
concrete base laid here than any other 
type of paving. There are 19 727 miles 
of this type of paving In the city 
Second in line comes brick paving 
on a concrete base, of which there has 
been laid a total of 16 788 miles. Other 
types of paving: included in the 544.72 
miles of street paving in Kenosha are 
Bnck, macadam base, 7.517 miles; re 
inforced concrete, 4.783 miles, asphal 
tic concrete, concrete base, 1.965 miles 
sheet asphalt, macadam 
baee, .826 


miles; asphaltlc macadam, macadam 
base, .646 mile; reinforced concrete 
bridga pavement .054 mile; wood block 
bridge pavement, .090 miles.

The "Republicans in AViseonsin have 


plucked up courage. The national land- 
slide of 1924 in favor of Republican prin- 
ciples and administration of government, 
at least as embodied in the president- 
elect, lias put new heart into those who 
had all but abandoned this state to the 
fortunes of super-progress. A state con- 
ference has been called at OsKkosh for the 
second of March, when an organization, 
is to be perfected to oppose those now in 
control of the government and political 
machinery of "Wisconsin. 
It is planned 


to form Republican clubs in every con- 
gressional district and to commence the 
re-uniting of regular Republicans from 
the ground up. 


"VTe think .this is a timely move. "While 


this newspaper follows an independent 
policy in political affairs, and there are 
some things in the Republican program we 
cannot indorse, nevertheless, a paramount 
'need in this state is the regeneration of 
the Republican party. 
This can be ef- 


fectively accomplished, in our judgment, 
if the fossilized and dead limbs of the 
party are chopped off and discarded. 
It 


must be a clean-cut proposition, with the 
cards on- the table, and no shirt-sleeve di- 
plomacy. There must not be a repetition 
of that woeful blunder of the committee 
of forty-eight. 


It is only a question of time until 
pub- 


lic opinion in "Wisconsin is going to un- 
dergo a revulsion and demand a new deal. 
The regular Republican party, provided 
it is reorganized along the lines of the 
pro- 


gram of the federal administration, can 
liardly fail to appeal to the common sense 
and good judgment of the thinking people 
of this state. We are confident a newly 


* solidified parly, which keeps clear of the 


old line politicians who have been dis- 
credited by the bitter warfare of the past, 
will in due season receive such support as 
will put it in control of Wisconsin's 
gov- 


ernment. 
It cannot find a better pat- 


tern than the present occupant of the 
White House, and if it follows his leader- 
ship and his policies it should rapidly gain 
the confidence of the public. 


The so-called progressives have defi- 


' 
nilely 
cut loose from the Republican 


party. 
They are going to have a party 


of their own regardless of its ultimate 
destiny. This they are entitled to. and on 
the other hand those who disagree with 
them are entitled to the same political 
privilege, and in justice to themselves and 
the interests of this state they ought to 
exercise it. 
Extreme militancy by a re- 


born Republican party in Wisconsin 
would probably be a mistake. That would 
be appealing to passion rather than reason 
and that is what we must get away from. 
Moreover, it would not be following the 
example at Washington. Rather it would 
be better to recommend itself by restraint, 
moderation and logic. 


have singular judgment when it conies to 
the fitness of things. The modesty, sim- 
plicity and quiet dignity of their lives 
have added to their popularity.

not be in consonance with the jazzy spirit 
of the times, where ono might expect

Some • of my neighbors expostu- 
lated with me—told me I should destroy myself by 
starvation, and it was even reported in a neighbor- 
ing town that I had actually died from that cause. 
But my appetite w-as increasingly good", and in a 
short time my headaches, colds, costiveness and 
rheumatism left me entirely, together with my hy- 
pochondriacal and gloomy state of mind, and have 
not returned since, notwithstanding I have been as 
exposed to wet and cold as at any .period of my life."

that of Horace Fletcher's—and Fletcher, by the way.

harmful, if it Isn't strong enough. Its 
laws might spread apart or break. A 
good wrench might not work where 
the nut Is too tight.

For tightening or loosening a nut 


the wrench should be applied with 
the moirth facing the direction in 


which the nut is to be turned. Thus 
the leverage of the -wrench arm is 
against the nut, rather 
than away 


from it. and is much more effective. 


If the wrench is used properly and 


the nut still sticks, two wrenches 
might be used, one at each end of

In addition to the present line of six- 
cylinder cars, which has been so firm- 
ly established, the company1 will soon 
announce addition of a a. light straight 
line eight, which it ia expected will 
create a sufficient additional demand 
to increase production at least 33 1-3 
per cent over those of 1924. 


There has been continued growth 


of the export department in 1924, 
with oversea shipments showing an 
increase of more than 30 per cent 
over those of 1923. 


"In 1924 there -was practically no 


country buying; at least very little 
until the fall quarter. In 1925 It is 
expected that the middle west will 
come back to its own as the heaviest 
purchaser of motor cars per capita, 
and this alona would Indicate that 
the year 1925 should be one of pros- 
perity In the automobile history."

made anywhere, gasoline supply to 
the automobile field will surely 
be 


curtailed before the essential indus- 
tries are touched. The chemical in- 
dustry, of course, is an essential In- 
dustry.

Russians more than 60 years ago, 
but until comparatively recently it 
has made but little headway. Now, 
however, we are

barrels of oil dally. Much of this oil 
is being burned In direct competition 
with coal and It Is being done with 
greater economy than with coal. 


"At present the great demand for 


gasoline Is of advantage to the In- 
dustrial plant owner, as oil fuel is 
Loth cheaper and safer. Concerning 
the safety of oil burning there Is 
practically nothing to 
fear 
today

moved through distillation, studv-ex- 
perlmentation and Improvement. 


"In general, it might be said, of 


course, that the more volatile the oil 
the greater the danger. 
There are 


few combustibles that are more voln- 
tlle than gasoline, yet every chemist

least as safely as It Is used in auto- 
biles. 


"Nearly all cities now have ordi-

Motorists use their brakes- too lib- 


erally. 


That's the chief cause for skidding. 
An automobile, will skid on slippery 


pavement when the front wheels are 
turned the slightest out of the for- 
ward direction, the clutch is out and 
the brakes are 
applied. The back 


wheels, supporting the heavier half 
of the auto in 
most cases, 
become 


locked, cannot hold against the pave- 
ment, and carry the car on in the or- 
iginal direction regardless of front 
wheel direction. 


Even when the front wheels are di-
